Thoughts For Law Day 


Today the nation's attorneys in countless communities are 


celebrating Law Day and over in Moscow the Communists 
are commemorating the 50th anniversary of the Bolshevist 
Revolution. 


Not quite ten years ago the then President Eisenhower, at 


the request of the American Bar Association, proclaimed 
May 1st as Law Day to point out the contrast of what is like 
to live under two conflicting theories of government. 


Across the seas and behind the Iron Curtain the individual 


counts for little. His activity is carefully .routined by the 
opinion of somebody a notch above him in the political 
structure. 


In the U.S. the individual is raised to that mathematical 


theorem of the whole never exceeding the sum of its parts. 


Dramatizing this distinction is difficult. Nobody would 


pay much attention to a parade of lawyers and judges 
marching' down the street, whereas even the most pushed 
about man in Moscow is excited by curiosity to see what the 
latest weapons and uniforms in the Red Army may be. 


The American barrister, perforce, is limited to a court 


room ceremony or a luncheon, such as is being held here, to 
extend to recognition to a lay member of the community 
with a strnog record of civic service. 


Six months from now the nation's publishers conduct a 


parallel demonstration called Newsboy Week. Its outward 
theme is a salute to the youngster who has the gumption to 
earn money by his own effort rather than tap his parents 
for it. Underneath 
is our trade's contribution to the 


American way of life, the thesis being that the guaranty for 
making democracy work is a dispassionate revelation of its 
day to day workings. 


The recent squaring off between the bar and the press on 


crime news coverage commends on to the thought that 
since these two powerful forces are interested in the same 
goal, namely, keeping the democratic process alive, their 
commemorative activities might by merged a step to 
achieve more harmony in the ranks. 


A vocal segment in the bar is trying to push all of its 


members, particularly in the courts, into a censoring unit. 


The Lindbergh kidnapping case in 1932 and the Sacco- 


Vanzetti trial in Boston a decade earlier stirred the first 
rumblings against any pre-trial publication on a defendant 
beyond the bare bone facts of his arrest, the charge aganist 
him, his name and his residence. 


It has revived today as a reaction to the Dr. Sam Shepard 


case at Cleveland. 


Under rules proposed by several state bar associations a 


judge could use his power of contempt citation, or the threat 
of it, to silence the police, the prosecutor and also the 
defense attorney from disclosing the contents of confessions, 
the criminal record of the suspect and the evidentiary 
details of the crime. These could be revealed only as brought 
out during the progress of the trial. 


The argument for the stricture is that the so called "trial 


by newspaper" renders it impossible or at best extremely 
difficult to select jurors whose minds are not already 
inflamed against the defendant. 


Paradoxically, the proposal arises at a time when the 


crime rate already is at an historic level and promises to go 
even higher. 


Lawyer committees and newspaper association representa- 


tives are trying to resolve the debate of free press vs. fair 
trial. Thus far the conferees are no closer together than 
those TV debates between political opponents which in their 
opeinng statements define the issues and then for the 
ensuing hour or half hour degenerate into campaign 
speeches. 


This is not to say a compromise may never be reached .as a 


desirable alternative, but the unrealistic position of the fair 
trial purists does not help to set a clear atmosphere at the 
bargaining table. 


The crime rate, already mentioned, is fairly good evidence 
that not many defendants are. being shoved into prison 
because a jury had decided upon their guilt before being 
impanelled. 


The Shepard case is a Lone Ranger example of the 


exception to this condition. 


It is interesting to note, however, that its flamboyant 


publicity anw. almost by agreement between the press and 
the bar. The trial judge, then up for re-election, was 
sounding off like firecrackers at a Chinese New Year's. His 
statements, given the full treatment in the Cleveland 
newspapers, had the defendant in prison before the trial 
ever commenced. 


The aftermath of the Kennedy assassination is another 


illustration raised by the fair trial proponents for muzzling 
the press. 


The argument runs that the Dallas police were so anxious 


to get on TV that they made it simple for Jack Ruby to gun 
down Lee Harvey Oswald. Oswald's murder, continues the 
argument, was a vigilante type of action directed by a mind 
excited through Oswald's exposure on the cameras following 
his arrest. In essence, Oswald was convicted and sentenced 
before standing trial. 


This plausible reasoning overlooks two facts. 
One is that, fortunately, the country does not experience a 


Presidential assassination every day in the week, and when 
it does happen, everyone becomes rattled for a while. 


The second is, as pointed out in the Warren Commission's 


report, the Dallas police force was guilty of more than one 
breach in its security arrangements. This is an internal 
problem in administration which, if not condoned prior to the 
assassination, was undetected. Oswald's murder merely 
brought to light certain deficiencies which a well run police 
department would not tolerate. 


Finally, the lav/ and the lawyers have a problem more 


serious than the press coverage of comparatively rare 
criminal trials which should be of greater concern. 


This is the slowing down in the entire legal process 


making it more difficult every day for essential decisions to 
be given. 


Just a few weeks ago we published an interview with 
Semen's two circuit judges who point out how their court is 
so swamped that meritorious civil actions may languish 
three years between being filed and being heard. 


The villian is the rising criminal work load and the tedious 


procedures being tacked to it by the appellate courts. 


Fair trial, it occurs to us, applies to more people than 


those picked up by the police for some wrongdoing. 
Law Day would be an appropriate occasion to work out a 


Law Day would be an appropriate occasion to work out a 


method to make the law function better for everyone, not 
just a. select minority.
